WARD NO. V 

The boundary starts from the junction of Lalit Pur Road 
and Cariappa road and runs towards east along cariappa 
road and further along subhash marg upto the junction of 
Subhash Marg and Tarapore Path and then turns towards 
north running along Tarapore path upto its junction with 
Dhobi Nala.

WARD NO. VI 

The boundary starts from the junction of Convent Road 
and Cariappa Road and runs towards east along Cariappa 
Road upto its junction with Rani Laxhmi Bui Marg, then 
it turns towards south and runs along Rani Laxhmi Bai 
Marg upto its junction with Ankush Path, then it turns 
towards east and runs along Ankush Path upto its junction 
with Lalitpur Road. Then it turns towards south and runs 


along lalitpur Road upto its junction with Baberi Nala.

From this junction it turns towards south and runs along
